FOR  THE  YEAR  19^7 . 


To  the  Chairman  and  Memhers  of  the 
Cheltenham  Rural  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1957  on  the 
environmental  hygiene  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District, 


Mr.  E,H,  Rosser,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Surveyor,  contributes  that  part  of  the  Report  which  deals  with 
the  work  of  his  Department,  the  Council’s  Water  Undertaking 
and  the  Sewerage  and  Sev/age  Disposal. 

On  the  v/hole  the  health  statistics  are  favourable  to 
the  Rural  District,  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  high, 
but  it  should  be  considered  in  conjunction  with  the  still  birth 
rate  which  is  lov/,  so  that  the  overall  perinatal  mortality  is 
much  the  same  as  elsewhere. 

In  the  Autumn  the  world-wide  v/ave  of  asian  influenza 
spread  into  the  District,  Although  a mild  form,  causing  only 
two  deaths,  there  v;as  widespread  ilDuiess,  particularly  among 
school  children. 

Restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  continue  in  force 
and  have  led  to  postponement  of  sewerage  schemes. 

Subsidies  for  building  also  are  restricted  to  houses 
built  for  families  from  unfit  dwellings  and  for  old  people. 

I am  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Staff  for  their  continued  help 
and  support  during  the  year.

POPULATION 


The  Registrar  Generates  estimate  of  the  population  f9r 
1957  is  28,470  and  again  shows  an  increase  of  over  1,000  people 
on  the  previous  year. 

The  natural  increase  in  population,  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  was  265. 


BIRTH  RATE 


The  number  of  births  also  showed  an  increase,  504  in 
1957  as  against  458  in  1956,  the  Birth  Rate  being  17 » 7 births  per 
lOQOmof  the  population  as  compared  with  the  rate  l6,l  for 
England  and  Wales ^ 


DEATH  RATE 


There  were  239  deaths  in  1957?  no  less  than  63  fev/er 
than  in  1956,  giving  a low  Death  Rate  of  8,4  deaths  per  1000  of 
the  population. 

The  age  distribution  of  the  people  in  the  District 
now  shows  a lower  proportion  of  older  people  as  compared  with 
the  rest  of  the  country.  So  that  due  allowance  can  be  given  to 
this  feature,  the  Registrar  General  calculates  an  Area 
Comparibility  Factor  of  1.10,  Even  so  the  corrected  Death  Rate 
9.^2  compares  favourably  with  the  Death  Rate  11.5  for  England  and 
Wales. 


INFANT  MORTALITY 

As  against  seven  infantile  deaths  in  1956  there  were 
15  such  deaths  in  1957?  making  the  infantile  mortality  at  the 
rate  of  29 « 7 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1000 
live  birtlis. 

This  high  figure  compares  unfavourably  v/ith  the  rate 
22.32  for  Gloucestershire  and  the  rate  23  for  England  and  Wales, 

Particulars  could  not  be  traced  of  one  infant  death 
assigned  to  the  District  and  of  the  remaining  14  cleaths  the  cause 
was  given  as  prematurity  in  no  less  than  six  instances. 

Eleven  of  the  infants  died  in  the  neonatal  period,  i.e. 
within  four  v/eeks  of  birth,  making  the  neonatal  death  rate  23.8 
deaths  per  1000  live  births,  as  com.pared  with  the  rate  in 
Gloucestershire  I6.38  and  in  England  and  Wales  16.5. 

Death  of  the  infant  in  this  period  is  bound  up  with  the 
health  of  the  mother  as  is  a still  birth.  These  two  problems 
should  therefore  be  considered  together.  Thus  while  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  is  unfavourable  to  the  District,  the 
still  birth  rate  is  favourable.  The  still  birth  rate  was  15 -S 
per  1000  (live  and  still)  births  against  the  Gloucestershire 
rate  21o78  and  England  and  Wales  rate  22.4*

The  overall  position  is  shown  in  the  perinatal 
mortality  (still  hirths  and  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week 
of  age)  which  for  the  Rural  District  is  37  compared  with  36*2 
for  England  and  Wales,

There  v/e re  seven  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  four  of  them 
"being  of  the  paralytic  type.  Three  men  over  thirty  years  of  age 
suffered  severe  attacks  v/ith  residual  paralysis  of  lirnhs. 
Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  extended  ai:id  offered  to 
expectant  mothers  and  children  horn  in  the  years  1943  to  1957. 
The  number  of  such  vaccinations  was  limited  by  the  amount  of 
vaccine  available.

This  disease  at  last  shows  evidence  of  being  effectively 
controlled,  this  being  due  to^the  preventive  measures  virhich  have 


■been  taken.  ' 

■ , ’ Two'  important ; instruments  in  the  prevention  of 

tuberculosis  are  Mass  Radiography  and  BoC.G,  vaccination  of 
13  year  old  school  children. 

More  and  more  parents’  are  asking  for  their  children 
to  he  vaccinated  v/ith  BoC,G.  vaccine.  In  this  v;ay  the  ' 

adolescent  is  protected  at  a time  of  life  v/hen  he  is  likely  to 
fall  a victim  of  the  disease. 

The  Council  are  able  to  help  in  preventing  the  spread 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  by  ensuring  that  every  tuberculosis 
patient  is  properly  housed.  If  such  a person  has  a separate 
bedroom  the  risk  of  spread  to  other  people  in  the  house  is  cut 
to  a minimum.

During  the  year  the  Council  made  further  progress  v/ith 
its  programme  for  dealing  with  unfit  houses  in  the  area.  This 
second  instalment  .comprised  all  the  Category  V dv/ellings  in  the 
parishes  of  Alderton,  Ashchurch,  Stoke  Orchard  and  Teddington, 

The  re~survey  carried  out  in  1954/55  shov/ed  that  there  were  44 
Category  V houses  in  these  four  parishes,  but  by  the  beginning  of 
this  year  three  had  already  been  condemned  and  ten  had  been 
improved  and  up-graded,  leaving  only  31  houses  to  be  dealt  v/ith. 
To  this  number  v/ere  added  eight  dv/ellings  in  other  parishes 
brought  forv/ard  on  grounds  of  urgency,  bringing  the  total  number 
dealt  v/ith  in  the  second  instalment  to  39, 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  formal  procedures  had  been 
completed,  including  the  hearing,  hy  the  Council,  vdiere  required 
of  o v;ne  i’ s * sub  mi  s s i ons , ± ?

Part  of  the  Rural  District  is  v/ithiii  the  supply  areas 
of  the  Gloucester  and  Cheltenham  Goi'poration*  s v/ater  undertakings. 

The  Council *s  supply  has  heen  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality.  All  the  supplies  are  chlorinated, 

Tv/enty-one  samples  were  taken  for  hacteriological 
analysis  and  two  samples  for  chemical  examination;  in  addition 
fifteen  hacteriological  and  13  chemical  samples  Mere  taken  from 
private  supplies.

I have  again  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  tlie  Department  for  which  I am  responsible  to 
the  Council, 

'The  activities  of  the  Council  have  continued  to 
increase  and  in  the  succeeding  part  of  the  report  it  is 
proposed  to  deal  with  various  duties  under  separate  headings^ 
unless  they  have  already  been  dealt  with  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health, 


HOUSING 

The  provision  of  housing  accommodation^  whilst  it  is 
still  a very  important  matter,  is  less  acute  than  at  any  time 
since  the  Yfer  ended  in  1945.  The  building  of  private  houses 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  it  is  possible  for 
anyone  who  v;ishes  to  purchase  to  find  suitable  accommodation 
within  a short  period.  The  number  of  completed  private  houses 
rose  to  381  in  1957p  as  against  385  in  1958,  but  the  number  in 
course  of  erection  had  fallen  to  194  plus  7 for  the  Dov/ty 
Housing  Association,  as  against  283  and  17  respectively  as  at 
the  end  of  1958, 

The  total  number  of  houses  completed  in  the  District 
totalled  479?  and  based  on  an  average  of  3i  persons  per  house, 
this  means  that  I878  persons  have  been  provided  v/ith  permanent 
accomimodation  during  the  year. 

The  efforts  of  this  Council  have  been  directed  to 
providing  housing  at  Ash  church,  Badgeworth  and  \Yinchcombe. 

These  are  main  centres  of  population  v;here  the  Council  owned 
sites  Y/ith  services  available. 

The  list  of  applications  for  houses  is  approximately 
the  same  as  a year  ago.  The  number  of  houses  erected  by 
private  enterprise  shoY/ed  an  increase  during  the  year,  but  it 
is  unlikely  that  this  rate  v/ill  be  maintained. 

The  occupation  of  caravans  is  still  increasing  and 
more  licensed  sites  came  into  use  during  the  year. 

Temporary  Housing 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1957  the  Council  still 
controlled  accommodation  on  former  camp  sites  at  The  Park, 

Stoke  Orchard,  and  Witcombe,  The  policy  of  the  Council  is  to 
re-house  the  families  from  these  sites  as  soon  as  permanent 
houses  are  available  and  to  dispose  of  the  buildings  in 
accordance  v/ith  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,

P_t_her_ Activities  in  Jiojising^ 

During  the  year  under  review ^ the  Council  has  made 
steady  progress  with  its  programme  fair  dealing  with  unfit 
houses,  and  a further  32  houses  have  heen  removed  from  the 
list  of  Category  V dwellings  scheduled  for  Housing  Act 
procedure,  thus  again  exceeding  the  target  of  41  houses  per 
annum  set  for  us  hy  the  Ministry, 


This  second  instalment  comprised  in  the  main  the 
parishes  of  Alderton,  Ashchurch,  Stoke  Orchard  and  Teddington, 
v/hich,  at  the  re-survey  in  1934/3  were  shown  to  contain  44 
Category  V dv/ellings.  Eight  additional  dwellings  in  the 
parishes  of  Bishops  Cleeve,  Coherley,  Deerhurst,  Elmstone 
Hardwicke  (two),  Tv/yning,  Stanway  and  Winchcomhe,  v/ere 
brought  forv;ard  and  dealt  Y/ith  on  grounds  of  special  urgency, 
bringing  the  total  programme,  as  already  stated,  to  32 
dv/ellings.  Three  of  these,  situated  at  Northway,  Y/ere 
already  demolished  as  the  result  of  action  initiated  earlier, 
and  ten  had  heen  improved  and  up-graded,  leaving  39  still  to 
he  dealt  with.  By  the  end  of  the  year  appropriate  action, 
as  summarised  heloY/,  had  heen  taken  in  respect  of  each 
dv/elling.

Improvement  Grants 


The  Counci],  has  continued  to  encourage  owners  of 
properties  to  apply  in  appropriate  cases  for  improvement 
grants.  During  the  year  6l  new  cases  affecting  71  properties 
Y/ere  approved^  The  total  number  of  cases  approved  since 
the  Council  became  the  Authority  for  dealing  v/ith  these 
cases  has  risen  to  205  cases  affecting  229  properties,  and 
the  amount  of  grants  approved  totals  £67? 687  up  to  the  end  of 
1957.  The  results  have  in  all  instances  been  very 
satisfactory  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  scheme  has  not 
only  enabled  properties  to  be  brought  up  to  a good  standard, 
but  it  has  been  the  means  of  retaining  properties  which 
possess  features  that  are  not  present  in  modern  houses.  In 
addition,  it  has  enabled  accommodation  to  be  retained  and  thus 
avoided  the  Council  having  to  provide  more  houses  for  the 
occupants.

It  was  not  possible  to  find  a 
market  for  v/aste  paper  and  during  the  summer  it  was 
estimated  that  approximately  from  one  half  to  tv/o  thirds  of 
the  space  in  the  vehicles  v/as  occupied  by  cartons  and  waste 
paper  and  it  was  agreed  that  collection  of  y/aste  paper  and 
cardboard  should  be  discontinued.  This  ruling  v/as  in 
operation  for  the  latter  part  of  the  year  and  undoubtedly 
resulted  in  reducing  the  amount  to  be  collected  by  several 
thousand  cubic  yards.

This  is  another  heading  under  which  there  is 
increased  activity.  The  v/ork  involved  is  first  in 
checking  the  plans  and  specifications  prior  to  loan 
sanction,  and  afterv/ards  inspection  of  the  work  to  see 
that  it  is  satisfactory, and  certifying  payment  at  the 
appropriate  stages. 

During  the  year  advances  were  made  in  40  cases, 
these  totalling  £32,047;  the  total  advances  to  the  end 
of  1957  was  2l4y  the  amount  loaned  being  £310,004«.  These
